Pierre Souvairan 


Pierre Souvairan was born in Switzerland to French parents 
in 1911. He studied with André de Ribaupierre in Lausanne, 


Robert Teichmiiller at the Bern Conservatory, Alfred Cortot in 


Paris and Rudolf Serkin in Bern. He. taught at the Bern Con- 
servatory, gave recitals, and premiered many Swiss compositions 
in concert and on radio. In 1953 he began teaching at the Uni- 
versity of Toronto and the Royal Conservatory of Music. He 
continues today to teach at both institutions on a part-time basis. 
His pupils have included Walter Delahunt, Mary-Nan Dutka, Anne 
Eggleston, Ralph Elsaesser, Valery Lloyd-Watts, Mari-Elizabeth 
Morgen, Ann Southam, Leslie Kinton, Helena Bowkun and Philip 
Thomson. Professor Souvairan continues to give annual perform- 
ances in Europe and Canada as a soloist or with chamber ensem- 
bles. He celebrated his 80th birthday year by performing in re- 
cital (assisted by William Aide) at the University of Toronto in 
March, 1991 and later that month in solo recital at the Royal 
Conservatory of Music.
